PETS HOUNDED 


Council powerless as Staffie attacks dogs in park 


A vicious dog has been able to carry 
out a dozen attacks in recent months 
because the authorities are power¬ 
less to discipline its owner. 

The dog, believed to be a black and 
tan Staffordshire cross, has repeat¬ 
edly attacked other dogs in Hook 
Road Arena and has scared away 
many dog walkers and park users 
according to one angry owner. 

The woman, whose puppy was one 
of its victims, is calling for effective 
action to stop its reign of terror and 
animal welfare charities are calling 
for legislation to cover owners 
whose dogs attack other pets. 

The resident, who walks her cock¬ 
er spaniel poodle in the arena, said 
the owner of the dog, in her 50s, al¬ 
lowed it to run off the lead and was 
well aware of the attacks by it over 
the past eight months.

She said the police and Epsom and 
Ewell Council’s park ranger have 
been sympathetic over the attacks, 
but said they could not take any 
action. 

Under the Dangerous Dogs Act, 
criminal sanctions can be placed on 
dog owners if a dog is “dangerously 
out of control” - but only for attacks 
on individuals. 

The only other law that covers dog 
on dogs attacks dates back to 1871 
and has fallen into disuse. 

The resident, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous, said: “The park is 
like a ghost town between 8am and 
9am now. 

“My poodle was really shaken up 
and if she gets any whiff of that 


dog now she will pull me in the other 
direction. 

“It grabs other dogs around the 
neck and frightens them, pierces 
their skin and tears their fur. They 
are left traumatised. 

“It needs to be muzzled. How do we 
get this woman to take responsibili¬ 
ty for her dog?” 

A council spokesman said: “There 
is very little the council can do in re¬ 
lation to dog-on-dog attacks. 

“There is the option to make a dog 
control order for an area, requiring 
dogs to be kept on leads. However, 
that would apply to all dogs in the 
area at all times. 

“This would also require enforce¬ 
ment to be effective, for which fund¬ 
ing would be required.” 

Trevor Cooper, a dog law specialist 
for the Dogs Trust, said: “The 


Dangerous Dogs Act is a dog’s din¬ 
ner. Dog control notices would allow 
an authorised council officer to 
issue a notice to an owner, whose 
dog has been behaving inappropri¬ 
ately, telling them how to be more re¬ 
sponsible so the behaviour can be 
abated. Breach would be a criminal 
offence.” 

Mr Cooper said this year’s Govern¬ 
ment’s consultation on irresponsible 
dog ownership was a “move in the 
right direction”. 

Dee McIntosh, director of commu¬ 
nications at Battersea Dogs and Cats 
Home, said: “Battersea believes dog 
attacks on children, adults and also 
on other dogs are unacceptable. 

“It’s time to make sure irresponsi¬ 
ble dog owners are held to account. 
We urge the Government to bring in 
new dog legislation.”

“Listen to us” was the mes¬ 
sage from dozens of angry 
campaigners at a rally held 
in Epsom town centre on 
Saturday.

to help re-work the council’s 
local plan for the area. 

Speaking after the rally, Mr 
Grayling said: “There was a 
lot of commitment to the de¬ 
velopment of the campaign at 
the rally and it was a very en¬ 
couraging start. 

“The mood is that we want to 
seize back control of the 
future design of Epsom. 


“I am not persuaded of the 
need for a supermarket in 
Upper High Street and if the 
plan for that site and for the 
old police station goes ahead, 
it will be another bit of Epsom 
that will be turning into a tun¬ 
nel with large buildings on 
each side, like the station. 

“Epsom and Ewell Council 
needs to take a pause and look 


again at the planning guid¬ 
ance for the area.” 

Mr Grayling said the cam¬ 
paigners, who carried “Scrap 
Plan E” banners, are uncon¬ 
vinced this plan will secure 
the future of Epsom. 

He said: “With regards to 
Plan E, those individuals and 
groups involved with the cam¬ 
paign are not convinced the 
council has got it right. 

“There has been talk by 
councillors of national 
planning guidelines and the 
planning inspector allowing 
developments on appeal, but 
the changes brought about in 
the Localism Act earlier this 
year place greater weight on a 
borough’s local plan and make 
it far harder for developments 
to be allowed on appeal. 

“The act also encourages 
neighbourhood planning 
and the creation of a neigh¬ 
bourhood forum under 
which we can help develop a 
local plan for Epsom to keep 
its character.”

Widdicombe’s 
here to help 
Save all Flarrys 


Animal-loving politician Ann Widde- 
combe has become the face of a new 
campaign to protect an iconic British 
animal from extinction. 

Ms Widdecombe launched Save 
Harry on July 9 - a campaign by the 
Wildlife Aid Foundation (WAF), based 
in Leatherhead, to help save Britain’s 
hedgehogs. 

It is calling on the Government to in¬ 
troduce a new hedgehog protection law 
making the wilful killing of the ani¬ 
mals illegal and introducing a manda¬ 
tory code of practice. 

Under its biodiversity action plan, 
the Government is required to reverse 
the decline in wildlife species and 
hedgehogs have priority status - along 
with more than 1,000 other species. 

The Strictly Come Dancing contes¬ 
tant, who was one of few Conservative 
MPs to consistently vote for the ban on 
fox hunting in 2004, said: “Sixty years 
ago there were about 36m hedgehogs. 

“Incredibly, this number had plum¬ 
meted to some 2m in the 1990s and 
could now be down to less than lm. 

“We need to take action now before 
extinction becomes a real prospect.” 

She said there had been calls from 
protection societies for people to do 
various things to make life safer for 
hedgehogs, but no concerted effort by 
those in authority to act. 

Simon Cowell, WAF’s founder, said: 
“This would force all Government 
agencies, including Network Rail and 
the Highways Agency, to treat as criti¬ 
cal the plight of the British hedgehog 
before it is too late.”

‘Help save historic yard’ 


Epsom’s Equestrians are call¬ 
ing on the public to help save a 
historic horse racing yard after 
its trainer was ordered to leave 
last month. 

Caroline Baldock, chairwom¬ 
an of the Epsom Equestrian 
Conservation Group, is urging 
people to sign a petition to save 
Downs House - a training yard 
that was once the home of 
Eclipse, a thoroughbred from 
whom 95 per cent of today’s 
bloodstock is believed to be 
descended. 

Epsom Council, which owns 
the property, decided against 
renewing trainer Philip 
Mitchell’s lease in 2007, and a 
judgement at Guildford Coun¬ 
ty Court on June 11 ordered 
him to vacate the premises by 
July 20. 

Ms Baldock said the group 
believed the council planned to 
convert the historic space into 
an exhibition facility - which 


must be prevented at all costs. 

The council has refused to 
say what it plans to do with the 
site, until after the eviction and 
any appeal by Mr Mitchell. 

The petition states: “We are 
campaigning to ensure no 
change of use is agreed be¬ 
cause we know there are many 
racehorse trainers who would 
like to train from this ideal 
spot. 

“We believe plans are afoot to 
convert the space into an exhi¬ 
bition facility. This must never 
happen. No change of use must 
be allowed to go through.”

Drunk driver jailed after a 
crash that destroyed shop

A driver who crashed into the 
front window of two Surbiton 
shops following a police car 
chase has been sentenced to 18 


months in prison. 

Luke Dowd, 23, from Ottways 
Lane, Ashtead, smashed his 
black Volkswagen Golf into 


bike shop Cycleopedia and 
Feedwell Cafe in Ewell Road, in 
the early hours of Sunday, 
March 11, this year. 

Scraps of metal, bricks and 
broken glass were strewn 
across the road and a bench was 
destroyed in the accident that 
saw residents forced to evacu¬ 
ate their homes at 5am and the 
road closed for five hours. 

Dowd was taken to hospital 
with head injuries that were 
understood not to be life- 
threatening at the time. 

He was convicted at Kingston 
Crown Court on June 21 of

driving a car while unfit to 
drive due to alcohol, danger¬ 
ous driving and failing to stop 
when required to do so. 

He has also been disqualified 
from driving for three years 
and 10 months. 


Four months later, Feedwell 
Cafe remains closed while the 
front of Cycleopedia is still 
boarded up with customers en¬ 
couraged to use the back door. 

The engine of the vehicle was 
found at the back of the bike 


shop after the crash. 

Cycleopedia owner Peter 
Crane said: “I am glad I did not 
have to go to court. I have no 
personal view on the [sentenc¬ 
ing]. I have more important 
things to worry about.”

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Water levels lift hose ban

Stuart Hyslop, spokesman 
for SESW, said: “We rely 


predominantly on boreholes so 
they are critical to our supply 
and normally the situation is 
absolutely fine and they are re¬ 
plenished each year, but we 
have had two years of below 
average rainfall. 

“But the borehole levels are 


rising. 

“Now they are miraculously 
shooting up and that’s down to 
the extraordinary rainfall we 
have had since April, penetrat¬ 
ing deep down into the aquifer. 

“The ground has become sat¬ 
urated and so any rain is going 
straight through like a sponge. 


“It’s very, very unusual for it 
to be saturated. 

“Even though the existing 
levels are below average, we 
are confident that more water 
will penetrate down and that it 
will hit the average level for 
this time of year.” 

Operations director Mike 
Hegarty said: “The recharge is 
unprecedented and is the high¬ 
est increase in water levels 
ever recorded in our area at 
this time of year. 

“However, we would ask cus¬ 
tomers to please continue to 
use water wisely.” 


Looking for Roman remains in Ewell village

A 100-year-old who left South 
Africa for a better life in 
Britain celebrated reaching 
her milestone birthday on 
Monday. 

Friends and family threw a 
party for Beatrice Ernstzen 
on Sunday at St John’s 
Church in Stoneleigh, which 
she attends every week. 

Beatrice, who was born in 
Cape Town, has lived with 
her daughter, Elaine Knight, 
in Ewell since 1981, having 
moved to Britain in 1961 for a 
new life. 


The grandmother-of-four 
and great-grandmother of 
seven spent her first 10 years 
in the country working as a 
cook in the staff dining room 
at a small Sainsbury’s in 
Streatham. 

Mrs Knight said: “She is 
very lively and has all her 
marbles - too many if you 
ask me. She’s got a great 
sense of humour and is al¬ 
ways happy. She loves sport 
and watches it on TV and 
reads the newspaper from 
beginning to end every day.” 


Amateur archaeologists are 
painstakingly unearthing 
Ewell’s Roman past before 
the site is turned into a 
graveyard. 

Since the start of the 
month members of the 
Epsom and Ewell History 
and Archaeology, and Sur¬ 
rey Archaeological Soci¬ 
eties have continued work 
to uncover evidence of 
Roman life in Church Field, 
opposite the ancient site of 
St Mary’s Church in 
Church Street, Ewell. 

The church is likely to ex¬ 
tend its cemetery into the 
field in the future and the 
excavation is being con¬ 
ducted to clear the land and 
rescue any historical items 
buried there. 

David Brooks, of Bourne 


Hall Museum, said a key 
Roman road ran through 
the field, with settlements 
on either side, which was 
why it was likely that sig¬ 
nificant remains would be 
found. 

He said: “Stanes Street 
runs down through the 
field, that was a main road 
running between London 
and Chichester and was 
built by the Roman army. 

“Over a period of time, it 
became a main road and 
Ewell became the last stop 
before London. 

“Ewell has springs and 
fresh water, which has 
religious connotations, so 
people would stop off here 
before 


London to make a gift to the 
gods. 

“A settlement grew up ei¬ 
ther side of the road and it 
became one of the largest 
Roman settlements in 
Surrey. 

“I hope the dig will throw 
up some buildings and 
structures and tell us more 
about life in Roman Ewell. 

“Maybe we will find the 
remains of an official stop¬ 
ping site for visitors in 
Ewell, built by the Roman 
government, which has 
been conjectured to exist 
for years.” 

An open day for the dig 
will be held at the Ewell vil¬ 
lage fair on July 14, prior to

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A Worthy recipient of 
honorary arts degree

A dairy farmer who founded of 
one of the world’s most iconic 
music festivals has been awarded 
an honorary degree from the Uni¬ 
versity for the Creative Arts 
(UCA). 

Michael Eavis, who founded the 
Glastonbury Festival in Somer¬ 
set, was awarded a Master of Arts 
degree on Wednesday, July 4, at 
Guildford Cathedral for his ser¬ 
vices to the creative arts. 

The first Glastonbury Festival 
in 1970 was attended by 1,500 peo¬ 
ple who were given free milk at 
Worthy Farm, owned by Mr 
Eavis. Today, it is the largest 
green field music and performing 
arts festival in the world, has 
200,000 attendees, and raises mil¬ 
lions of pounds for good causes. 

UCA, which has a campus in 
Epsom, became the first academic 
institution to attend the festival in 
2009 and has returned every year 
since to offer festival-goers free 
creative arts workshops on pot¬ 
tery, life drawing, sculpture, pho¬ 
tography and television. 

On receiving the degree, Mr 
Eavis said: “It’s fabulous to re¬ 
ceive this honour from such a 
formidable institution such as 
UCA. 

“I’m just a dairy farmer so it is 
fantastic to receive an academic 
award like this from a creative 
university that plays a part at the 
Glastonbury Festival. 

“It still amazes me that 200,000 
people want to go to my festival 
without knowing who is playing 


or what the weather is going to be 
like.” 

Dr Simon Ofield-Kerr, vice- 
chancellor of UCA, said: “The 
Glastonbury Festival is a national 
treasure and continues to pro¬ 
mote the creative arts to a wide 


and varied audience. 

“Michael has done a tremen¬ 
dous job of organising this cultur- 
ally-important event for more 
than 40 years while also staying 
true to his core values and raising 
millions of pounds for charity.” 


Police urge vigilance during Games 


Police are appealing for help 
from the public to prevent ter¬ 
rorist or criminal activity in 
Surrey during the Olympics. 

They believe the county 
could be an attractive target, 
with large numbers of people 
coming in to watch the torch 
relay, cycle road races and 
cycle time trial. 

Surrey Police said they have 
been planning safety around 
the Games for years, but still 
want to hear from the public 
if they hear anything or see 
anything, including informa¬ 
tion on the internet, which 
they think looks suspicious or 


causes concern. 

Chief Superintendent Gavin 
Stephens said: “We are get¬ 
ting closer to the start of the 
Games now and it is vital we 
disrupt those intent on com¬ 
mitting crime. 

“We will ensure protesters 
are given their lawful right 
to peaceful protest, while 
working to keep residents 
safe. 

“However, we will intervene 
and take the necessary action 
if violence or significant dis¬ 
ruption is threatened. 

“If you have any informa¬ 
tion please contact us, even if 


you think it might be nothing. 
We will judge if the informa¬ 
tion you have is useful intelli¬ 
gence.”

Giving lung cancer attention it deserves 


A top doctor is backing a Govern¬ 
ment initiative to raise awareness 
of lung cancer. 

Dr Shakil Rahman, chest con¬ 
sultant at St Helier, Sutton and 
Epsom Hospitals, is supporting 
the campaign after 149 referrals 
were made for lung cancer symp¬ 
toms to Epsom Hospital last year. 

There were also 160 referrals to 
St Helier Hospital for diagnosis. 

The Be Clear on Cancer cam¬ 
paign highlights early symptoms 
such as a persistent cough for 
three weeks or more, which ac¬ 
cording to Dr Rahman could 


mean the difference between life 
and death. 

Although the chances of symp¬ 
toms turning into lung cancer are 
quite low, many people wait too 
long before seeking medical help, 
which reduces the chance of suc¬ 
cessful treatment. 

Dr Rahman said: “Lung cancer 
symptoms can seem quite com¬ 
mon - a persistent cough, or an 
infection you can’t seem to shift. 

“Coupled with that, it’s a very 
scary thing to face, and some¬ 
times people are reluctant to go 
and see their GR 


“However, the message is clear, 
the sooner lung cancer is detect¬ 
ed, the more treatable it is. 
Therefore, it’s important that 
people go to see their GP if they 
have concerns.” 

Other symptoms of lung cancer 
are repeated chest infections, 
coughing up blood, breathless¬ 
ness and weight loss. 

The new campaign has gained 
widespread support, including 
backing from Ricky Gervais, Alex 
Ferguson and Lynda Bellingham.

A taste of success 


Winemakers from a record 
number of nations recently 
entered the 2012 International 
Wine Challenge (IWC) and 
Decanter World Wine Awards. 

In total, 14,119 wines com¬ 
peted against each other at 
Decanter, the world’s biggest 
wine competition; and 425 
gold medals (the highest gold 
medal tally in its 29-year his¬ 
tory) were awarded at the 
IWC which featured more 
than 12,000 entries. 

The wines were tasted blind 
by panels of judges including 
the world’s best critics, Mas¬ 
ters of Wine, sommeliers and 
wine merchants. 

France topped the medal 
board at the IWC with a total 
of 1,136 medals, including a 
fruity little gem from Gas¬ 
cony, which was also awarded 
a bronze by Decanter. Prov¬ 
ing medal-winning wines 
don’t have to cost the earth, 
try Domaine du Tariquet 
Classic, IGP Cotes de 
Gascogne, Famille Grassa 


2011, France (£6.99, tanners- 
wines.co.uk). 

A blend of four grapes in¬ 
cluding sauvignon blanc, it 
has a delicate floral nose and 
well-rounded fruit flavours, 
plus with an easy-drinking 
freshness at 11.5 per cent abv, 
it’s the perfect lunchtime tip¬ 
ple. 

New Zealand romped home 
at the Decanter World Wine 
Awards with 92 per cent of its 
wines entered receiving an 
award, such as this nugget 
from NZ’s most famous 
export, Marlborough sauvi¬ 
gnon blanc. 

A gold medal winner at 
Decanter and the IWC, try 
Shingle Peak Reserve Sauvi¬ 
gnon Blanc 2011, New 
Zealand (£8.99, laithwaites. 
co.uk). 

Fragrant and soft with 
yummy passion fruit, melon 
drops and tropical fruits, it 
has a herbaceous finish with 
lasting appealing. 

Chilean winemaker Leyda 


won a gold from Decanter for 
its Vina Leyda Garuma Vine¬ 
yard Sauvignon Blanc, Leyda, 
2011, Chile (£8.50, thewineso- 
ciety.com). 

Grassy and nettly with 
gooseberries, grapefruit and 
a zesty, limey finish, it’s a 
crisp white with good intensi¬ 
ty. 

Synonymous with Bur¬ 
gundy blondes, Louis Jadot 
was awarded a bronze by De¬ 
canter for the joyous Louis 
Jadot Pouilly-Fuisse 2010, 
France (£19.25, 
www.slurp.co.uk, coming 
soon). Not to be confused 
with Pouilly-Fume from the 
Loire Valley, which is made 
from sauvignon blanc, Pouil¬ 
ly-Fuisse is 100 per cent 
chardonnay in all its French 
glory. Elegant and rich with 
stone fruits, good acidity, a 
nice mineral streak and sub¬ 
tle use of oak, the Olympian 
price tag reflects the wine’s 
quality. 

Australia’s medal count of 


673 at the IWC put it in sec¬ 
ond place behind France, and 
includes dark beauties such 
as The Black Pig Single Vine¬ 
yard Clare Valley Shiraz 2010, 
Australia (£10.99, www.vir- 
ginwines.com). Dense and 
powerful, it’s a blockbuster, 
showy red that won a bronze 
for its forest floor of concen¬ 
trated black fruits, gentle 
spice, firm tannins and long, 
powerful, velvety smooth fin¬ 
ish. 

Corbieres in the sunny 
Languedoc produces full-bod¬ 
ied and spicy reds such as 
this IWC silver medal winner, 
Abbotts & Delaunay Cor¬ 
bieres Reserve, 2010, France 
(£11.99, www.averys.com). A 
savoury blend of syrah, 
grenache and mouvedre, it’s 
packed with gorgeous black¬ 
berry and plummy flavours, 
black peppery spice, and soft¬ 
ly structured tannins. 

For the hedonist in the cel¬ 
lar, Le Grand Chai Chateau 
La Brande 2010, France

Fresh advice for landlords on attracting tenants 


Landlords are being given 
fresh advice to make sure 
they don’t lose money be¬ 
cause their properties are 
standing empty. 

The advice comes from the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) which 
is urging landlords to take ac¬ 
tion and introduce measures 
to reduce ‘void periods’ (when 
their property is unoccupied. 

The latest research from the 
association reveals that aver¬ 
age void period for a UK 
rental property now stands at 
three weeks, the longest peri-

od since the first three 
months of 2011. 

Ian Potter, operations man¬ 
ager at ARLA, said: “Void pe¬ 
riods can cause uncertainty 
and affect overall rental 
yields. While they are a fact 
of life in the rented sector, 
there are simple steps that 
landlords can take to help re¬ 
duce the chance of a property 
being untenanted for extend¬ 
ed periods. 

“These periods without oc¬ 


cupancy can also give a land¬ 
lord a useful window to carry 
out routine maintenance and 
any additional work designed 
to make a property more at¬ 
tractive for incoming ten¬ 
ants.” 

ARLA recommends five key 
points to consider: 

Set realistic rents 

While rental properties are 
in high demand in many 
parts of the UK, this should 
not be taken as a guarantee of 
back-to-back tenancies. 

As well as asking the advice 
of a letting agent, it is also

Foster good tenant-land- 
lord relations 
A tenant’s right to reside, 
undisturbed, within a proper¬ 
ty during their tenancy peri¬ 
od is enshrined in law. 

This means that, 
except in an emer¬ 
gency, a landlord 
must give tenants 
24 hours notice be¬ 
fore requesting 
entry to the prop¬ 
erty for viewings 
or maintenance 
work. By uphold¬ 
ing basic obliga¬ 
tions, landlords 
have a greater 
chance of estab¬ 
lishing a good rela¬ 


tionship with tenants, and 
they may be more likely to 
stay in the property longer. 

Make the property desir¬ 
able 

Ensuring the property is in 
good order could help make it 
more desirable, meaning it 
will be easier to let and may 
even mean tenants want to 
stay longer. 

While tenants have a duty 
to look after internal fixtures, 
landlords are generally re¬ 
sponsible for the repairs, un¬ 
less the damage is caused by 
the tenant, as well as the 
structure of the building, the 
exterior and the roof. 

In addition to this, a land¬ 
lord must ensure heating and 
hot water installations, sinks, 
baths and other sanitary fix¬ 
tures are maintained to a rea¬ 
sonable standard. But further 
decorating and furnishing the 
property appropriately, and 
to a good standard, may help 
it stand out to potential ten¬ 
ants. 

See a void as an 
opportunity 


While it is important for 
landlords to keep up to date 
with necessary repairs, a void 
period could provide a good 
time for non-essential, intru¬ 
sive maintenance and im¬ 
provement works to be 
carried out, with minimum 
disruption to tenants. 

This could, in turn, make 
the property more attractive. 

Hire a letting agent 

A good letting agent can 
help guide you through the 
day-to-day complexities of 
being a landlord and also 
share the work in finding 
prospective tenants, meaning 
you will have less work to do 
when a tenancy comes to an 
end. 

However, as there are no re¬ 
strictions on who becomes a 
letting agent, there are some 
unscrupulous agents who 
may not have a landlord or 
tenant’s best interests at 
heart. 

For peace of mind, seek ad¬ 
vice from a lettings agent af¬ 
filiated to a professional 
organisation like ARLA.

Speed bumps give us the hump 


Are sleeping policemen, or 
speed bumps or humps as 
they are also known, really 
about slowing traffic down? 

Some motoring pressure 
groups argue that the real 
reason planning authorities 
introduce the sleeping 
policemen is simply to 
obstruct and divert traffic 
onto the roads they want you 
to use. 

Says Ronan Hart, marketing 
manager at UK breakdown 
service Autonational Rescue: 
“It’s often more about 
persuading motorists to 
divert away from shortcuts 
and ‘rat runs’ to the main 
roads. 

“While speed humps can be 
genuinely useful near 
schools, hospitals and 
possibly retail car parks, they 
are now just about 
everywhere in highly 
inappropriate settings and

even on some main roads.” 

Very often they don’t 
actually slow down the 
speeding drivers they are 
aimed at - such as boy racers 
and law breakers, says the 
breakdown service. 

So-called joy riders, who 
have stolen a car for 
“fun”, will drive fast over the 
speed bumps just for the hell 
of it, says Mr Hart, and traffic 
calming devices that 
do genuinely slow cars, can 
slow emergency vehicles 
more. 

In particular, fire engines’ 
longer wheel-bases, stiff 
suspensions and heavy 
vehicle weights sometimes 
force their drivers to slow 
almost to a standstill to safely 
negotiate some humps, says 
Mr Hart. Meanwhile, 


ordinary motorists complain 
that the speed humps can 
cause very expensive damage 
to cars that regularly bottom 
out, and others argue that 
speed bumps add to pollution 
and noise because drivers 
then rev up to build up speed 
again. 

The fact remains, says 
Autonational Rescue, that 
whatever they are called, 
speed humps, safety bumps, 
speed breakers, sleeping 
policemen, even kipping cops, 
they are not always an 
effective solution to road 
safety concerns. 

Added Ronan Hart: “Poorly 
timed traffic lights, badly 
positioned stop signs and 
under-signed speed limits are 
some of the reasons why our 
residential streets become rat 


runs and experience 
increased commuter traffic. 

“The answer is not to 
obstruct traffic flow and push 
the problem into someone 
else’s neighbourhood, but to 
plan ahead, improve and 
upgrade the traffic handling 
capabilities of our main 
thoroughfares. 

“If we keep the main roads 
working properly, with good 
and intelligent traffic 
management, then rush hour 
drivers won’t want to use the 
rat runs anyway. 

“This means implementing 
genuine improvements to the 
infrastructure of our main 
roads, as well as 
synchronizing traffic controls 
to accommodate vehicle 
speeds and keep traffic 
flowing where it matters.”

England call 
for college 
girl Rochelle 

Epsom College sixth form stu¬ 
dent Rochelle Smith is set to 
become the school’s first fe¬ 
male rugby international 
after being selected for Eng¬ 
land Women’s U20s rugby 
squad for the coming season. 

Smith, who will switch to 
Saracens from London Irish 
this summer, started her play¬ 
ing career at Sutton & Epsom 
four years ago and was picked 
in the squad after a series of 
trials. 

The 18-year-old will train 
throughout the summer with 
the England Women’s elite 
playing squad as she prepares 
for home and away interna¬ 
tional clashes with France 
and the U20s Nations Cup. 

Smith will take up a Pre-

Race ace Rea still hopeful

Epsom’s Gino Rea showed 
signs of getting to grips 
with his new bike set-up but 
endured another disap¬ 
pointing race in his debut 
Moto2 season. 

The 22-year-old struggled 
to find an early pace in free 
practice at the German 
Grand Prix at Sachsenring 
last weekend, although a 
wet qualifying session al¬ 
lowed the Federal Oil Gresi- 
ni rider to produce his best 
ever qualifying perfor¬ 
mance to start the race fifth 
on the grid. 

Race day brought sunny 
skies and Rea got an amaz¬ 
ing start on his new Suter 
chassis but - after running 
with the leading group for 
the opening stages - he 
dropped back to finish 18th. 

“Unfortunately I couldn’t 
capitalise on our second 
row start and that’s a bit 
disappointing,” he said. 

“My pace was ok for the 
first six or seven laps, but 
then as the fuel load went 
down I started to get a lot of 
chatter and I couldn’t turn 
the bike. 

“Someone crashed in front 
of me and I almost went 
down with him but luckily I 
saved it, but three riders 
passed me then which put 
me out of the points. 

“There are some positives 
though and I know where 
we can improve, although 
making that step is not easy. 


“At least I know where I 
was losing ground as the 
race went on. 

“It is a shame because the 
team are doing a great job to 
help me get comfortable and 
confident with this bike but 
we need to keep working 
hard to make sure I can hold 


my pace later in the race. 

“I proved I can be at the 
front in the wet qualifying 
but I really want to prove 
this in the dry.” 

The MotoGP circus heads 
to Italy for the GP at Mugel- 
lo this weekend for the final 
of three back-to-back race 


weekends. And Rea admit¬ 
ted he would again be on un¬ 
familiar territory. 

“I haven’t raced at Mugel- 
lo before either so it will be 
another learning curve,” he 
added. 

“I am looking forward to 
it.”
